Standoff Continues 
In Terrorist Grab 
O f Dutch Train 


AMSTERDAM, The N etherlands 
(A P) — The D utch governm ent 
showed no signs today of yielding to 
dem ands 
of 
South 
M oluccan 
nationalists holding more than 60 
hostages in the Indonesian consulate in 
Amsterdam and aboard a stranded 
train in northern Holland. 


More than 150 police surrounded the 
consulate in which six terrorists held 
an estim ated 30 captives, including ll 
children. Sharpshooters were perched 
on buildings around the consulate as 
the siege entered its second day. 


At Beden, 90 miles to the north, OOO 
troops and 45 armored cars reinforced 
police and troops surrounding a four- 
coach 
local train 
in 
which 
five 
terrorists held 38 hostages. The gun­ 
men have killed three hostages since 
hijacking the train Tuesday. 
There was no possibility the Dutch 
government would endanger its good 
political and commercial relations 
with Indonesia by agreeing to the po­ 
litical demands of the terrorists, and 
the Indonesian government is certain 
to continue to reject all demands for 
South Moluccan independence as it has 
all other secessionist attem pts in its 
far-flung archipelago. 
The terrorists are exiles or sons of 
exiles from the South Molucca islands 
in the Indonesian archipelago. The 
South Moluccas were part of the 
prew ar Dutch E ast Indies and became 
part of Indonesia when the Dutch gave 
their vast island colony independence 
in 1949. Thousands of the islanders fled 
to Holland when the Jakarta govern­ 
ment took over after an unsuccessful 
rebellion in 1950, and there are now 
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about 40,000 South Moluccans in the 
country. 
The train hijackers issued a new set 
of demands Thursday, which in ad­ 
dition to safe passage out of the 
country included admission by the 
Dutch government that “great in­ 
justice” had been done to the South 
Moluccan people and a Dutch initiative 
for United Nations mediation of South 
Moluccan demands for independence. 
Prem ier Joop den Uyl and senior 
cabinet members met through the 
night to discuss the twin acts of terror. 
Den Uyl said earlier prospects for a 
quick solution were “very som ber.” 
The government proclaimed a full 
alert of all royal m arine and state 
police units in the country.

sterdam also housed an Indonesian 
school, and 16 children were there 
when the terrorists stormed into the 
building at noon Thursday. Shortly 
afterw ards they released five children 
in return for a portable television set, a 
transistor radio and a bull horn. 
Irater they said they would release 
another three children if a trusted 
m ediator was brought to the consulate. 
The police countered with a demand 
that all the youngsters be freed, and 
the gunman did not reply.

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WASHINGTON (A P) - U.S. efforts 
to overthrow Chile’s Salvador Allende, 
which one senator has called the Nixon 
administration’s Bay of Pigs, may 
have been triggered by a “ Pepsi 
connection,” according to evidence 
before the Senate intelligence com­ 
mittee. 
Testimony taken both in private and 
at Thursday’s public committee 
hearing shows that on Sept. 15, 1970, 
Donald Kendall, president of Pepsi 
Cola and a close personal friend of 
President Richard M. Nixon, arranged 
a meeting in Washington among Henry 
A. Kissinger, then the president’s 
national security adviser, Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and Augustin Ed­ 
wards, publisher of Chile’s leading 
newspaper, E l Mercuric. 
According to Edward Korry, U.S. 
ambassador to Chile at the time, 
Edwards also was the principal bottler 
of Pepsi Cola in Chile. 
The evidence shows Nixon called a 
meeting later that day of Kissinger, 
M itchell and then CIA Director 
Richard M. Helms at which he in­ 
structed the CIA to foment a military 
coup against Allende, who was on the 
verge of becoming Chile’s first 
Marxist president. 
Helms told the committee last July 
in secret testimony which was made 
public as part of the committee’s 
assassination report, “ I have this im­ 
pression that the President called this 
meeting 
... 
because 
of 
Edwards’ 
presence in Washington and what he 
heard from Kendall about what 
Edwards was saying about conditions 
in Chile.” 
Helms added that he had met 
privately 
with 
Edwards 
at 
a 


Washington hotel, again at Kendall’s 
request, to interview him about Chile. 
Both Korry and committee staff 
members discounted the possibility 
that Nixon may have ordered U.S. 
intervention in an effort to save Pepsi 
Cola’s investments in Chile from 
nationalization by Allende. By all ac­ 
counts, Pepsi Cola’s financial stake in 
Chile was minimal, especially com­ 
pared with such corporations as ITT 
and the various U.S. firms which con­ 
trolled 80 per cent of Chile’s copper 
production. 


No one could say for sure whether 
Edwards gained his audiences with 
Kissinger, 
M itchell 
and 
Helms 
because of his business association 
with Kendall or because he was 
publisher of E l Mercuric, which the 
committee staff said served as “ a 
major propaganda channel” for the 
CIA. 
According to Korry, that business 
association later became even closer 
when Edwards became international 
vice president for Pepsi Cola. 


The CIA failed to prevent Allende’s 
ascension to power, but E l Mercuric 
kept publishing with the help of $1.6 
million in U.S. money, according to the 
committee’s staff report. In return, the 
E l Mercuric chain of newspapers, with 
a total circulation of 300,000, ran CIA- 
inspired articles, the report said. 
The entire CIA operation against 
Allende, 
which 
involved some 
$8 
million over the three years he was in 
power, ended in September 1973 when 
he was toppled by a military coup in 
which the United States had no direct 
involvement, according to the staff 
report.

The PUCO ratemakers who favor 
repeal say RCN provides utilities with 
Senate Set 
To Approve 
N ew York Aid 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Senate 
is ready to shut off debate and pass 
President Ford’s $2.3-billion loan bill 
to keep New York City out of bank­ 
ruptcy, a ranking Senate leader says. 
Democratic Majority Whip Robert 
C. Byrd of West Virginia said Thur­ 
sday he is confident the Senate will 
pass the bill today after first blocking a 
filibuster by Sen. James B. Allen, D- 
Ala. 
“ We will finish that bill (today) no 
matter how long it takes,” Byrd said. 
Asked if he was confident it would 
pass, he said, “ Yes, yes, I am.” 
Allen also said he would not be 
surprised to see his threatened 
filibuster blocked and. asked about the 
bill’s final outcome, he said, “ I don’t 
see a whole lot of necessity in delaying 
the matter once the issue has been 
decided. I wouldn’t be surprised either 
(if the bill passed) the way there’s 
been a tremendous scare campaign, 
public relations campaign, bank 
cam paign, Dem ocratic leadership 
campaign, Republican campaign, a 
big city campaign. 
“ I wouldn’t be surprised to see tne 
senators fail to stand firm on a thing 
like this.” 
The measure will provide loans to 
financially ailing New York City under 
stringent conditions that require 
yearly payback with interest. Under 
terms of the bill, New York is required 
to revamp its fiscal policies and 
balance its budget. The federal

a “ valuation in up-to-date prices on 
out-of-date properties.” 
Metzenbaum and other critics argue 
that it provides excessive and unfair 
profits.

“ If the PUCO subsequently orders 
lower rates, the utility must adjust 
bills downward to compensate con­ 
sumers for overcharges,” Sweet said. 
PUCO has been attempting to cut a 
22-month lag time between rate in­ 
crease requests and its regulatory 
decision.

Court Turns Down 
S tate Tow er Suit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today let stand a lower 
court ruling that the new State Office 
Tower was not built with tax money, a 
key question in a taxpayer’s lawsuit 
contending that more than $903,000 
was wasted during construction. 
The lower courts refused to hear the 
suit, saying taxpayers had no interest 
in the cost of construction. 
The 
Supreme Court’s decision today bars 
further action in the suit. 
The case is a lawsuit by Nancy Ann 
Andrews of Columbus on behalf of Ohio 
taxpayers. It contends that members 
of the Ohio Building Authority allowed 
an electrical contractor to back out of 
his contract. 
She argued that the OBA without 
authorization let Gustaf Hirsch Inc. 
withdraw a $3.64 million bid for wiring 
the tower because the company made 
an error in computing its bid. 
The OBA then gave the contract to 
Hatfield Electric Co. for $4.55 million, 
or $903,000 more than the original con­ 
tract. 
But the suit was never decided on its 
merits. The Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court said the plaintiff “ had no 
special interest” in the cost of con­ 
struction. 
The tower was financed by loans 
from the Workmen’s Compensation 
Fund. The loans are being repaid from 
“ rent” charged the state agencies us­ 
ing it. The “ rent” money comes from 
appropriations of tax money. 


But the lower courts refused to 
consider the indirect use of tax money, 
saying that “ the construction of the 
new State Office Building was not as 
the result of the expenditure of tax­ 
payers’ monies or public funds and, 
accordingly, would not be the subject 
of a taxpayers’ action.” 


The 10th District Court of Appeals 
affirmed that ruling on a 2-1 decision, 
with the majority saying that the 
taxpayers had not “ shown any special 
interest in the expenditure of these 
funds.” 
But the minority opinion said the 
evidence showed clearly that “ the 
general taxpayers are the persons that 
will bear the burden of higher costs of 
the state office building... 
“ The general taxpayer on behalf of 
his class is the only person who has a 
special interest to raise 
such 
a 
challenge in this case,” the minority 
said. 


In asking for Supreme Court review, 
the plaintiffs said that the lower 
courts’ opinions would allow govern­ 
ment to act without accountability to 
the public by simply juggling funds 
between accounts. 
“ If a taxpayer cannot maintain this 
action, 
then 
governmental 
bureaucracy has no control and will 
continue to see million dollar decisions 
made in 15 minutes of consideration by 
people who are not responsible to the 
electorate,” the appeal said.

as ConRail. 
It also will provide $3 billion to 
upgrade passenger service in the 
densely populated northeast corridor 
between Washington and Boston by 
improving tracks to allow 150-mile- 
per-hour train operation. 
Approval of the 238-page bill came 
after the Senate successfully invoked 
cloture to limit the time of debate on 
the bill.

The House bill, reported out of 
subcommittee Thursday, calls for a 
total expenditure of $7.4 billion. It 
would provide $2.1 billion in federal aid 
to ConRail, compared to the Senate’s 
$3 billion figure. 
The House bill also would authorize a 
federal grant of $1.6 million, compared 
to the Senate’s $3 billion authorization, 
to upgrade the passenger line between 
Washington and Boston. 
The 
Senate 
legislation 
also 
authorizes $1.4 billion in low interest 
loans for other railroads across the 
nation and $900 million in federal funds 
to subsidize freight train operations 
over money-losing branch lines. 
The Senate bill would make some 
major changes in the government’s 
regulation of railroads as well. Under 
its provisions, railroads would be 
allowed to raise their rates as much as 
they wish in most cases where they 
have competition from other carriers. 
They also could lower rates within 
certain limits. 
Differences between the two bills 
eventually will be ironed out by a 
House-Senate conference committee. 
The revised version then must be 
approved by both houses before it is 
sent to President Ford.

BARBERTON, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
Sen. David L. Headley of Barberton 
has proposed that the Ohio Lottery 
Commission license operators of 
charitable Bingo games, rather than 
creating a new board for Bingo. 


The Democrat introduced a bill that 
would limit Bingo operators to 15 per 
cent of gross receipts for operating and 
administrative expenses. It doesn’t 
specify how much must go to charity.

William Brown but yet to be in­ 
troduced requires onethird of gross 
receipts be given to charities, leaving 
the rest for prizes and costs. 
Voters approved charitable Bingo 
operations in November’s general 
election.

Zalowitz failed to appear 
Anderson spoke Wednesday at the 
University of New Haven. Zalowitz 
could not explain the columnist’s 
absence nor did he say why he wanted 
Anderson to testify. 
He told the court the other witnesses 
did not appear because they were not 
in the area and did not have time to 
catch a plane for the proceeding. 
Zalowitz said he worked until after 
midnight Tuesday preparing the 
subpoenas. 
“ I was in the state of comatose

was absolutely exhausted but I assume 
the burden," he said. 
Zalowitz has asked U S. District 


Court Judge Jon O. Newman to allow 
246 potential defense witnesses to be 
compensated for their time by the 
federal government.

The good son punishes himself with 
acts of love. It’s a demanding, im­ 
possible role. A boy can break his 
heart trying to live up to his mother’s 
ideals. 
Morris lin ie r chose it. He was 17. 
one of seven children of Sam and Sarah 
I>emer in Sczebresryan, Poland. The 
year was 1919. A few miles from 
Sczebresryan, Polish regiments were 
fighting Russian Bolsheviks. 
Mrs. lin ie r burst into tears. She 
was tired of war, pogroms, Jewish 
poverty, discrimination. She wiped her 
eyes and said she would send one of her 
children to the United States. 
To Sam and the children, she was 
dreaming. They had no money. Mrs. 
lin ie r took to the streets in the 
mornings and sold jewelry. When she 
had earned $110, she made her 
selection. It was the chunky, pale 
smiler: Morris. 
“ You will go to America,” she said, 
“not to get rich. I want you to look for 
freedom.” 
Steerage is a foul hole. Morris got his 
passport, his ticket. He said he would 
work in the new country and send for 
the rest of the family, one by one. “My 
son,” she said, cupping his face, “take 
care of yourself. 
We don’t need 
promises.” 
In New York, Morris Iiemer was 
ashamed of himself. He had one year 
of Russian schooling — precisely the 
amount permitted to Jews. He got a 
job as a restaurant busboy. The pay 
was $12. 
It was an intelligent move. He could 
eat free. He rented a windowless room 
for $2 a week. The East Side girls 
smiled at Morris. To be the good boy, 
he had to turn away. 
Ten a week went to mother. He 
worked at Ratner’s. When a rare 
customer tipped Morris, he used the 
extra money to go to the Yiddish 
theater. 
His eyes swam 
at 
the 
eloquence of a young girl, Molly Picon, 
and 
a 
haughty 
actor, 
Boris 
Thomashefsky. 
Every word that was uttered onstage 
was translated aloud by the entire 
audience. As the good boy earned more 
money, he sent more home. One day he 
received a note from his father: “Stop 
sending money. I’m the richest man in 
town.” 
It was true. In the ghetto, Sam had 
used the money to buy into other 
businesses. Morris entreated his 
family to use the money to come to 
America. 
In time, the good boy welcomed 
them with misty eyes. His father tried 
the U.S. for a month. “ I must go back 
to Poland," the rabbinical scholar 
said. “Here they expect me to go to 
work.’’ 
Morris matured. He worked harder 
than other waiters. He seldom looked 
at a clock. He worked at Schwartz's in 
Borough Park and earned $100 a week 
serving lox to gangsters. 
He learned English reading Arthur 
Brisbane in the New York American. 
It was painful punditry. “I bought 
already a black jacket and a bow tie,"

he says. This won him a job at Brooks 
Spring House in the Catskills. 


In the Depression, he got a job at 
Gurlen & Brown’s in Manhattan. There 
he served knuckles and kraut to Dutch 
Schultz and his gang. His four brothers 
and two sisters got good jobs. Momma 
flourished in the new country. 
Morris moved up. He was night 
manager of Rappaport’s, at 2nd Ave. 
and 6th St. The good boy felt that this 
was 
the 
last 
stop. 
Without 
an 
education, without mathematics, he 
could bo no further. 


He met a small blonde bookkeeper. 
Her name was Ruth Pravder. The good 
boy — free at last to lead his own life — 
married her.

W holesale Prices 
Stable In Novem ber 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Seasonally 
adjusted wholesale prices showed no 
change in November, the government 
reported today, signalling an easing in 
inflationary pressures. 
The I,abor Department reported that 
prices actually fell by four-tenths of a 
per cent during November, but that 
after 
adjustm ent 
for 
seasonal 
variations the wholesale price index 
was flat. 
The easing in inflationary pressure 
follows the biggest increase in 
wholesale prices of the 
year in 
October, when the index jumped 1.8 
per cent after seasonal adjustment. 
The November report marked the 
smallest variation in wholesale prices 
since they declined by one-tenth of a 
per cent in June. 
The stable performance means the 
index is now 3.7 per cent ahead of 
where it was a year ago. This is the 
smallest 12-month climb since the year 
ending in April 1972 and is a sharp 


contrast to the 23.5 per cent by which 
wholesale prices had increased in the 
previous 12 months ending last 
November. 
The Ixibor Department attributed 
November’s price performance to 
lower food prices and a moderation of 
prices for industrial commodities, 
which had surged in October. 


October’s increase was the biggest 
since the same month a year ago and 
m arked 
the 
fourth 
consecutive 
monthly increase this year. 


It was powered largely by higher 
prices for automobiles, steel mill 
products and lum ber and wood 
products — all of which remained 
stable or declined less than one-tenth 
of a per cent in November. 
At the same time, prices for farm 
products dropped 1.2 per cent in 
November, their first decrease in 
three months and the largest since a 
1.4 per cent dive in June.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court ruled Wednesday that 
a crowded trial docket is not a suf­

The court in a 7-0 decision over­ 
turned the conviction of a man who 
was not brought to trial on a drunken 
driving charge within the 90-day limit 
set by law.

Many readers write and inquire 
about strokes. The confusion that 
exists is understandable because there 
are so many variations of this con­ 
dition. 
A stroke is sometimes called 
“apoplexy” or “cerebral vascular 
accident” (CVA). All strokes indicate 
that the normal supply of blood and 
oxygen to the brain has been interfered 
with. This could be caused by a spasm 
of an artery, by a break (hemorrhage) 
or an artery, or by a clot that forms 
within the blood vessels. The latter is 
known as a “thrombus.” 
The severity of a stroke and the 
symptoms associated with it depend, 
of course, on the size of the blood 
vessel that is affected. 
When the blood supply to a large 
portion of the brain is affected, many- 
different symptoms will appear. 
The brain itself has many separate 
areas which are responsible for 
m ovem ent, for pain control, for 
speech, for hearing, for sight, and for 
all other functions of the body. 
Stroke symptoms are therefore 
dependent on the part of the brain that 
is affected by the interference with the 
blood supply. 


Not all people with stroke have their 
speech affected. There is a small part 
of the brain known as “Broca’s area.” 
It is responsible for the understanding 
of the spoken word. In a right-handed 
person the Broca’s area is located in 
the left side of the brain. In a left­ 
handed person, it is located in the right 
side of the brain. 
If the blood supply to Broca’s area is 
interrupted, speech will be affected. 
There are many complex reasons 
why some people with strokes develop 
paralysis of the legs and arms, while 
others do not. 
There was a time when a sense of 
hopelessness was associated with this 
condition. Today, victims of stroke, 
even very severe strokes, are now 
being released from the limitations of 
chronic invalidism. 
The 
science 
of 
rehabilitative 
medicine has been responsible for the 
most ingenius techniques for retaining 
the person with stroke, and again 
returning him to comparative good 
health and personal dignity. 
Psychological support, in addition to 
physical reeducation, 
has 
been 
remarkably effective in the treatment 
of stroke convalescents. 
Levi Criticizes 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Unlike most 
of his predecessors, Atty. Gen. 
Edward H. Levi says he insists on 
supervising the FBI and is voicing 
criticism 
of the agency’s 
past 
misdeeds. 
Levi says his major effort to control 
FBI conduct lies in a comprehensive 
set of guidelines now being drafted to 
prevent future abuses such as those 
described to the Senate intelligence 
committee on Wednesday. 
The FBI 
spied 
on 
newsmen, 
government officials and civil rights 
leaders under presidents of both 
parties and agents were used for 
political purposes as early as the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt administration, 
witnesses told the committee. 
Testimony during the past two 
weeks has included a flood of fresh 
details about FBI attempts to discredit 
the late Martin Luther King and other 
civil rights leaders, sow dissension 
among political activists and collect 
and spread derogatory information 
about politicians. 
FBI officials have made only feeble 
attem pts 
at 
a 
defense. 
They 
acknowledge there was no legal 
justification for many activities, but 
point out that past presidents and 
attorneys general must share the 
responsibility. They murmur “the 
times were different” in the 1960s 
when the FBI’s disruptive tactics and 
political abuse peaked. 
Levi also notes that concern about 
the sometimes violent civil rights and 
antiwar protests of the 1960s may have 
surpassed concern about individual 
rights to free speech and privacy. 
But he frequently and publicly has 
labeled many FBI harassment tactics 
outrageous and some of them foolish. 
He said Wednesday the tactics used 
against King “come under the heading

Glenn explained at length the dif­ 
ficulty he encountered as a conferee on 
the new federal energy bill, which he 
predicted President Ford would sign 
despite “tremendous pressures for a 
veto.”

Show Spurt 


D ETRO IT (A P) - Domestic car 
sales last month shot up 35 per cent 
above 
the 
recession 
levels 
of 
November 1974 to provide the most 
dramatic sign yet that the auto in­ 
dustry has pulled out of its two-year 
slump. 


The year-to-year percentage gain, 
reported Wednesday, was the largest 
for any month in nearly four years and 
contrasted sharply to a year ago, when 
plummeting 
sales 
forced 
un­ 
precedented 
plant 
closings 
and 
massive worker layoffs. 


However, sales of foreign cars, 
which had taken a record share of the 
U.S. market earlier this year, were the 
poorest since last December and the 
second lowest in 6h> years. Sales fell 4 
per cent from already poor levels of 
November 1974. 
The imports’ weak showing, com­ 
bined with strong domestic sales, gave 
foreign makers their smallest share of 
the U.S. market in four years. 
Importers blamed their sales decline 
on shortages of some models and in­ 
creased competition in the small-car 
market from Detroit, which has gone 
all out this year to match foreign cars 
in fuel economy. 
Auto analysts said the sharp 
November gains by the U.S. com­ 
panies reflected an 
accelerated 
recovery which got under way in early 
fall. They said sales had been im­ 
proving earlier this year, but not as 
rapidly.

But if he did so, he said, it 
would represent an attempt to give 
Ohio a better organized delegation to 
the convention next summer in New 
York Citv-and not to further any 
presidential ambitions of his own.

M IAM I BEACH (A P) — Mayor Tom 
Moody of Columbus, Ohio, was elected 
second vice president of the National 
League of Cities Thursday.

JER U SA IJEM 
(A P) 
- The 600 
Israeli Arabs studying at the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem have balked 
at an order to help guard the campus 
against Arab terrorist attacks. 
Their refusal to watch over dor­ 
mitories is symptomatic of a dilemma 
among the 500,000 Arabs of Israel — 
Palestinians who chose to be part of 
the Jewish state that came into being 
in 1948, rather than become refugees. 
The university controversy, which 
has sparked demonstrations and 
sporadic violence, puts into focus the 
problem of dual loyalty faced by 
Israel’s Palestinians. 
“ We should not be asked to do this,” 
says Nadir Gegaissy, a 24-year-old law 
student who speaks for the Arab group. 
“ Our situation is too delicate for us to 
be subjected to such risks.” 
The university administration has 
threatened to evict them from the 
dormitories, which they share with 
6,000 Jewish students. The Arabs have 
offered to perform any alternative 
duty, even to swab floors, rather than 
stand guard. 
The issue has been made more 
ticklish because of the recent United 
Nations resolution branding Zionism, 
the movement that brought about a 
Jewish homeland in the Middle East, 
as racist. 
Some Jewish students claim that 
extremists among the Arabs have 
seized upon the security problem as a 
weapon with which to embarrass the 
Israelis. “ They want to be evicted so 
they can say the U.N. was right in 
calling Zionism a form of racism,” 
argues one student. 
The guard duty amounts to a two- 
hour vigil for every 40 days in the 
company of an armed Jewish student. 
The Arabs would be unarmed. 
The Arabs point out that Israel does 
not draft them into the army because 
of the dualloyalty problem and they 
ask why they should be forced to 
perform guard duty. 
“ Living in the dormitories is a 
privilege for both Jews and Arabs,” 
replies David Asulin, 27, of the campus 
student union which is demanding the 
Arabs do guard duty. “ If a bomb ex­ 
plodes, is it going to discriminate 
between Jews and Arabs?”

conviction

Ham ilton, Ohio, resident Thomas 
Eugene Creech Thursday, and post­ 
poned sentencing to at least Jan. 16. 
Creech’s attorney, Bruce Robinson, 
urged the court to throw out the two- 
count conviction on grounds the Idaho 
law on murder was improper and the 
death penalty itself was cruel and 
unusual punishment. 
But 4th District Court Judge J. Ray 
Durtschi rejected the arguments and 
said that, since the question of the 
death penalty is still before the U.S. 
Supreme Court, it would be improper 
for him to overturn the conviction on 
that basis. 
Creech, 26, was convicted in October 
of slaying two itinerant house painters 
beside Idaho 55 near Donnelly in 1974. 
During his trial he claimed to have 
taken part in 42 other killings in the 
past eight years. 
Robinson said Creech wanted a 
psychiatric evaluation before being 
sentenced. He said Creech told him 
that in the last three weeks he hasn’t 
had normal thought processes and 
feared what may be happening to him. 
Durtschi said he postponed the case 
to give attorneys a chance to argue 
whether Creech was entitled to a new 
psychiatric 
evaluation. 
Several 
psychiatrists have examined him and 
testified during his hearings and trials.

Christian School Fights U.S. Rules

The moral standards demanded by 
Brigham Young University are a 
rarity on the modern educational 
scene, and the Mormons who run the 
university are fighting what they 
consider a threat to its integrity by the 
federal government. 
Taking such a stance of resistance is 
unusual for the Church of Jesus Christ 
of latter-day Saints, which tradition­ 
ally has stressed civic dutifulness and 
compliance with governing authority. 
“ Our justification as an institution is 
at stake,’’ says the university’s 
president, Dallin H. Oaks, a former 
trial attorney and law professor. 
He says the new controls have ap­ 
palled many church-run colleges. 
“ What they’re doing is illegal, goes 
beyond the act of Congress and beyond 
the U.S. Constitution.” He notes that 
not in this century have Mormons 
raised such a challenge to government 
regulations. 
In this case, however, they strike at 
“ an important part of our function as a 
Christian teaching institution, at part 
of our religious philosophy,” he said in 
an interview. “ It’s a fundamental 
matter.” 


As unusual as the Mormon protest 
are the university’s codes of conduct 
themselves, which insist on standards 
of personal behavior and appearance 
that have gone by the wayside on most 
campuses. 
Under those rules, students and staff 
must adhere to sexually distinguishing 
modes of dress and grooming, shun 
drugs, tobacco, alcohol, coffee and tea, 
disavow cheating or other dishonesty, 
and pledge adherence to the law of 
chastity. 
Violations are cause for expulsion. 
Any student involved in pre-marital or 
extra-marital sex are “ counseled out” 
by their religious counselors, who also 
interview them before admission to 
determine 
if 
they 
are 
m orally 
qualified. They sign forms attesting to 
their moral commitments. 
The new federal regulations would 
“ prevent us from taking action” about 
violations 
of standards of 
sexual 
behavior, says Oaks. “ Ifs an attack on 
one of the important and unique values 
of our school, a part of our religious 
philosophy and theory of learning.” 
The university at Provo, Utah, with 
25,000 students, has the biggest full­ 
time enrollment of any private in­ 
stitution of higher education in the 


country. About 1,000 students, 4 per 
cent, are non-Mormons. 
Oaks, 43, head of the university for 
four years, said that maintaining its 
distinctive 
moral 
qualities 
is 
especially vital in a time when “ the 
whole moral atmosphere of education 
has degenerated across the country. 
We’re one of the few schools that still 
care how students behave. It sets us 
apart.” 
But he said new federal regulations, 
issued by the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare under 
Title IX , a 1972 law barring sex dis­ 
crimination, goes beyond the law to 
prohibit judging applicants in regard 
to abortions, pregnancies and other 
sex practices. 
He said the university will not heed 
parts of the new regulations that 
impede it from upholding its moral 
values.

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Abbie Hoff­ 
man, founder of the Yippies, author 
and perhaps the best known radical on 
the run, has worked as a teacher, 
posed as a wealthy Texas oilman and 
had three nose jobs during more than 
20 months as a fugitive. 
Hoffman talked about life un­ 
derground in two days of interviews 
with Jeff Nightbyrd, editor of the 
weekly Austin Sun. Nightbyrd wrote in 
a 
copyright story Thursday that 
Hoffman was in Texas around Thanks­ 
giving. 
Hoffman, one of the Chicago Seven 
charged and later cleared of disrup­ 
ting the 1968 Democratic National Con­ 
vention, has been wanted in New York 
since he failed to appear in State 
Supreme Court on March 25, 1974, to 
face charges of cocaine possession. 
Nightbyrd, who got to know Hoffman 
at the Woodstock rock festival and 
later in antiwar activities, said he 
hadn’t heard from Hoffman in two 
years when a woman contacted him on 
Hoffman’s behalf. 
The woman convinced him over the 
telephone she spoke for Hoffman by 
recounting how Nightbyrd lost $20 to 
Hoffman shooting pool in Miami. 
Nightbyrd said that he failed to 
recognize Hoffman when he first saw 
him at a major Texas airport because 
Hoffman had disguised himself to look 
like a wealthy oilman. Nightbyrd said 
Hoffman told him that he had three 
nose operations since going un­ 
derground. 
They wandered unrecognized in a 
major Texas city, drove through the 
countryside and danced at a honky 
tonk saloon, Nightbyrd said. 
Asked about the impact of Patty 
Hearst’s arrest on the underground, 
Hoffman said, “Everybody freaked 


out for a number of reasons. No. I, (the 
FBI) learned tons about how an un­ 
derground works just from putting 
that much energy into a case. They 
began to understand an above-ground 
support system. 
“No. 2, they got an incredible 
amount of publicity. They know where 
they score points, and who’s going to 
give them headlines. The FBI’s an 
enormous public relations firm. They 
always have been.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio, says the Senate, 
through its extravagance, has vir­ 
tually assured that Congress will end 
the year without enacting a Rail Serv­ 
ices Act into law. 
Taft said the bill passed by the 
Senate Thursday “is doomed to a veto 
which I fully expect will be sustained’’ 
because it contains $3 billion for 
Northeast Corridor passenger service. 
Earlier the Senate defeated an 
amendment offered by Taft to cut that 
figure to $1.08 billion. 
Taft said he wanted to see the money 
and the benefits of the bill to be 
distributed among all the people of the 
country. 
He said Ohio cannot obtain the $40 
million needed to provide suitable rail 
transportation between Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, but “the people of Ohio are 
being asked in this bill to provide 
billions of dollars to cut one half hour 
off the train time between Washington 
and New York.”

PITTSBURGH IAP) - After 33 
years in Congress, Hugh Scott has 
decided to end his elective political 
career. 
There was no fanfare, no exit in a 
blaze of glory, as the 75-year-old 
Philadelphia lawyer called it quits at a 
Pittsburgh dinner hononng another 
Pennsylvania Republican 


There was also no news conference, 
which he had often used with con­ 
summate skill to make his point during 
the 16 years he served in the House and 
the 17 more in the .Senate where he has 
been Minority leader since 1969 He 
has 13 months to go in his present 
term. 


In a brief, written statem ent 
Thursda> night he said he would not 
seek re-election next year, alluding to 
his already long service to his state 
and his country and to a desire to 
spend more 
time 
in 
rest 
and 
recreation. 


Never once did Scott mention the 
current controversy raging around 
him, centering on charges he knew 
about illegal cash contributions to him 
from the Gulf Oil Corp for almost two 
decades. 
Scott has been generally silent since 
the Gulf story broke, but his office 
released a response on the subject. It 
said: 
“I have never knowingly received 
any corporate funds from anybody, 
anytime. I am not going to have any 
further statement." 
Scott did not discuss the Gulf case 
with reporters Thursday, 
but 
he 
alluded to it in remarks at the dinner: 
“Anyone who lays a hand on me. let 
them beware. The courts are for that 
purpose.” 
Although Scott did not amplify on 
that statement, sources said he in­ 


dicated 
to 
a 
closed 
meeting 
of 
Republican leaders that he would 
consider libel action should lie con­ 
tinue to be accused of wrongdoing. 
The Watergate special prosecutor’s 
office is investigating the allegations 
that Scott received $10,000 a year in 
cash from Gulf, along with other Gulf 
money matters. 
Vice 
President 
Nelson 
A 
Rockefeller, who came to Pittsburgh 
for the dinner honoring Pennsylvania 
Republican leader George Bloom, said 
he was not concerned about the reports 
and charges that Scott had failed to 
respond to them. 
“I haven’t seen anything of any 
substance that he did not comment on 
forthrightly, simply and flatly," the 
vice president said. 
But there are some who say Scott, 
who tagged himself “The Affable 
Tiger,” was more a cat who ran out of 
his political nine lives. 
Scott’s biggest undoing was his 
hawkish support of the Vietnam war 


and his staunch defense of both 
President Richard M, Nixon and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew, who both 
quit in disgrace, forcing Scott to make 
a 
180-degree 
turn 
and 
cry 
apologetically that he had been used 
and lied to. 
But despite his lame duck status, 
Scott isn’t tossing in the political towel 
completely. 
“ I will campaign in 1976 as hard as I 
know how to elect President Ford and 
our Republican candidates at all lev­ 
els,” Scott said.

Capt. Joseph Staft, chief of detec­ 
tives in Cincinnati, said officers have 
been unable to trace the victims 
whereabouts after she disappeared 
Thanksgiving Eve. She was last seen 
when she left her job at a cheese store 
six blocks from her home.

He said the estimated cost of 
upgrading the line is about $176,000. 
Sixty-six per cent of this will be sought 
in federal subsidies, Obrig said. 
“ I ’ve been told by state officials that 
lebanon is the only community in the 
State of Ohio getting up on its hind legs 
and protesting the abandonment of a 
rail line,” Obrig said. 
“ There is no question that if we are 
going to maintain an industrial 
community here, we have to do this,” 
said Richard Morrison, of Valley 
Kitchens, Inc., one of the seven who 
signed.

Cornelius said Collins then “ react­ 
ed” by pulling out a revolver and 
firing at the plain clothes vice squad 
officer. There was then “ an inter­ 
mingling of shots.” 
The prosecution’s case was based on 
the contention that Collins had fired a 
shot in the air after coming out of the 
bar. Loftin was shot as he approached 
the defendant demanding the gun. The 
officers were investigating drug sales 
in the area, witnesses said.

Collins said he 
thought that since the men were 
dressed in modish clothes they were 
Farm ers Rip 
Price Losses 
Due To Em bargo 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The recent 
grain sale embargoes to the Soviet 
Union and Poland and new trade pacts 
which grew out of those curbs continue 
to stir up many farmers and their 
spokesmen, including some who want 
the series of events double-checked for 
possible missteps by the Ford ad­ 
ministration. 
Further sales to Russia were halted 
after Russia bought substantial 
amounts of U.S. wheat and corn in July 
but resumed after Oct. 20 when a new 
fiveyear agreement for regular sales 
to the Soviet Union was announced. 
Sales to Poland were halted briefly in 
the midst of the Russian embargo. 
One result has been that many 
farmers have felt that the sales lids 
caused grain prices to decline and also 
lost them valuable exports as Russia 
turned to other foreign suppliers. 
The National Association of Wheat 
Growers has hired a law firm here to 
make a special study of the embargoes 
to determine if the administration had 
the legal authority to impose them. 
Don 
Woodward, 
association 
president, said that “ wheat producers 
feel they have been victimized” by the 
government’s export intervention. He 
said the study will be ready for the as­ 
sociation’s annual convention Jan. 18- 
22 in Billings, Mont. 
“ Farmers feel they will continue to 
be shackled by government controls 
unless they unite to protect their rights 
as producers,” Woodward said. 
In the aftermath of the sales em­ 
bargoes, the agreement with Russia 
calls for sales of six million to eight 
million metric tons of wheat and corn 
annually, with deliveries to begin next 
Oct. I. A metric tons is 2,205 pounds 
and can include 36.7 bushels of wheat 
or about 39.4 bushels of corn.

Glenn G ives 
Rail Plan 
Plaudits 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen. John 
Glenn says the Senate’s acceptance 
Thursday of his amendment to the Rail 
Services Act was the first step toward 
possible preservation of key Ohio rail 
facilities. 
The Ohio Democrat’s amendment 
was adopted by a voice vote before the 
Senate passed the act, which would 
authorize financing of the projected 
revamping of several bankrupt 
Eastern and Midwestern railroads in 
1976. 
Prior to Glenn’s amendment, the act 
did not include provisions for con­ 
tinued operation of rail facilities, other 
than actual tracks, on systems not 
included in the full Conrail plan. 
That could have doomed key Ohio 
facilities such as the vast Erie Marion 
Yards and Marion Shops and part of 
Toledo I^akefront Dock. 
“ My amendment assures that rail 
facilities, such as yards, shops and 
docks, will also be eligible for tran­ 
sition assistance, at least for one 
year,” Glenn said. 
He said the year is necessary to 
determine whether such facilities are 
duplicative. 
“ To cut them off now, with the loss of 
many thousands of jobs and an abrupt 
economic jolt to affected communities, 
would be dangerous and shortsighted, 
particularly in light of the national 
economic situation,” Glenn said. 
However, the senator cautioned that 
adoption of the amendment does not 
guarantee a reprieve for the facilities. 
“ There remains a lot of legislative 
ground to cover before we are assured 
that the facilities stay open,” he said. 
“ But we have taken the first important 
step.”

Ruling Said 
Political 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — Dr. Michael 
Sveda, who discovered cyclamates in 
1937, contended here Thursday night 
the federal government took the ar­ 
tificial sweeteners off the market for 
political rather than scientific reasons. 
Sveda, speaking at the University of 
Toledo, said there are indications the 
ban ordered by the Food and Drug 
Administration in 1969 resulted from 
political pressure exerted by the sugar 
industry. 
By 1969, he said, some 15 million 
pounds of cyclamates were being 
consumed annually in this country and 
sales totaled $1 billion a year. 
He said the sugar industry, con­ 
cerned over the inroads cyclamates 
were making on the market for sugar, 
may 
have 
originated 
scientific 
research specifically designed to 
produce an adverse report on cycla­ 
mates. 
Sveda said officials of the Sugar 
Association even have boasted about 
the association being responsible for 
the ban. 
He said many scientists have said 
that cyclamates appear to be safe and 
the ban was unjustified, but hesitate to 
challenge such decisions for fear of 
losing grants or being the objects of 
other retributions.

For the last three years, 
“ 60 Minutes” has appeared 
on Sunday an hour earlier, at 
6 p.m. EST, except during the 
summers, when it had dif­ 
ferent starting times, and 
during 
the

football 
season, when it has left the 
air because football would 
overlap into its time period 
It now faces two prime eve­ 
ning time shows, NBC’s 
veteran Walt Disney series 
and 
ABC’s 
new 
“ Swiss 
Family Robinson.” 
Excluding the past three 
summers, when it appeared 
each week in prime time, this 
will be the first season “ 60 
Minutes” has had a weekly 
broadcast in prime time since 
it began in September 1968 
If it does well in its new 
time period, it’ll stay there on 
a year-round basis, says I^e 
Currlin, CRS’ programming 
chief. 
Why is it now starting at 7 
p.m. EST? Why didn’t CBS 
start it again in its old 6 p.m. 
EST time slot and follow it 
with a new family 
en­ 
tertainment series? 
There are a couple of 
reasons for the change, 
Currlin says. 
One is that the Federal 
Communications 
Commis­ 
sion this season let the net­ 
works start their Sunday 
prime time programs a half 
hour earlier — at 7 p.m. EST 
— than in past years. 
But they must fill their first 
hour of prime time on Sun­ 
days with news or public 
affairs programs or shows 
“ of special appeal to children 
under 12,” says Currlin. 
letting the networks start 
their prime-time programs a 
half-hour earlier on Sundays 
could reduce by 30 minutes 
the amount of local program 
for network affiliates. 
But the affiliates aren’t 
^ obligated to broadcast net- 
- work shows, and in the case of 


“ Three for the Road” CBS 
says only about 80 per cent of 
its affiliates ran the program 
when CBS aired it. 
The others filled the time 
with their own programming 
during the football season at 
the end of CBS football tele­ 
casts on Sundays. 
At the end of the regular 
pro football season, the 
crunch on local station time 
would have worsened early 
Sunday 
night 
had 
CBS 
decided to air “ 60 Minutes” at 
6 p.m. EST and follow that at 
7 p.m. with a family en­ 
tertainment program. 
When this season began, 
Currlin said. the stations felt 
that “ if we had kept ‘60 
Minutes’ at 6 to 7 p.m., they 
wouldn’t had any local time 
(after the football season) 
and they wouldn’t clear 
Three for the Road’ for that 
reason.” 
The solution, he said, 
seemed to be to put “ 60 
Minutes” on in the first hour 
of Sunday prime time after 
the football season because 
more CBS affiliates will clear 
time for it, ifs a good adult 
alternative to the other 
networks’ 
family 
enter­ 
tainment programs and be­ 
cause ifs done “ surprisingly 
well” in its old Sunday time 
slot. 
If it doesn’t do well in its 
new time period, he said, CRS 
may move it back to its old 
time on Sundays “ or perhaps 
we’ll reopen the question of 
maybe moving it back to 5:30 
p.m. (EST) on Sundays.”
